Vienna, April 18. 


Eneral Gurtenftein and Count Pzifi, ac- 
company’d Prince Eugene of Savoy, 
who went from hence yefterday for 
Italy: The firit is to him 
as Lieutenant Genera), anc the other 

as Aide de Camp General. General Heifter is 
arriv’d here from the Ifland of Schur, to give the 
Emperor an Account of the Stare of the War in 
Hungary: And Court Trautmanfderf, his Imperial 
Majeity’s Ambaffador to the Swifs Cantons, is like- 
wife come hither from Switzerland. A numerous 
Army of the Malecontents of Hungary, has pafs’d 
the Danube at Pax, over a Bridge of Boats: Whe- 
ther to form the Siege of Buda, or to endeavour to 
difengege Count Caroli, whom fome of our Troops 
keep in a manner fhut up in a Wood near the Lake 
of Balaton, is yet uncertain. 

‘The Leiden Gazette of April 30 tells us, Letters 
from Vienna of the 18th advis'd that a Letter had 
been newly intercepted from the Elector of Bavaria 
to Prince - 7. in which he exhorted that 
Prince to perfift in his firft Defign, and to come to 
ne Accomodation with the Emperor, aifuring him 
the 2 Crowns would make a great Diverfion in his 
Favour this Campaign. 

And the Paris Letter of the 27th of April, fays 
the King of France had receiv’d Letters from Mon- 
fieur des Alleurs his Envoy to Prince Ragotski, with 
which he had fhewn himfelf to be extremely pleas’d. 

Froin the Amfterdam Gazette, dated May 5. 

Vienna, April 22. advis’d from Hungary, that 
2000 Turks are in Motion about Temifwaer ; and 
that the Porte Lis‘order'd fome Places on the Frontier 
of Croatia cc he ftrengthen’d, which byjthe laft Truce 
they oblig’d themfelves tc forbear doing : That the 
generality cf the Turks are very defirous of renew- 
ing the War; and that the Commerce between the 
Empcror’s Subjects of Tranfilvania and the Inhabi- 
tants of Walachia, Moldavia, and Bofnia, is broken 
off by the Turks. Inftru@tions are fent to Monfieur 
Dalman, the Imperial Refident at Conftantinople, to 
make a proper Reprefentation concerning thefe things 
to the Turkifh Court. 

From the Leiden Gazette, dated May 7. 

Vienna, April 25. The 23d Inftant the Regiment 
of Dragoons of Feldts arriv’d here from Bavaria ; 
and to Day march’d cn towards Hungary, after ha- 
ving pafsd in Review before the King of the Ro- 
mans. Count Palfi Ban of Croatia, has taken upon 
him the Command of the Troops which General 
Heifter left in the Ifand of Schut. We have no cer- 
tain Information yet what Number of Malecontents 
have pafs’d the Danube at Pax: Some Advices fay 
‘tis a ftrong Body, others that ‘tis but 20 Compa- 
nies: Mean time they write from Buda, that they 
feem to havea Defign to attack that Place; that 
they have already fccur’d all the Avemces to it, to 
hinder the Entrance of any Convoy of Provifions 
into ic 5 that they are alfo poffefs’d of the Avenues 


to Peft; and that they are advanc’d within 1000 
Paces of the Out-works of this laft Place. We have 
Advice from Brod in Hungary, that the 19th of 
this Month 2000 Malecontents made an Incurfion 
into Moravia to within 3 Miles of Hradifh, and car- 
ried off a great Number of Cattle ; but the Officer 
who commands in Viczuan retook from them good 
part of their Booty, and purfued them as iar as Wel- 
ka with his Garrifon and fome Militia Troops. ’Tis 
reported Prince Ragorski, Count Berezeni, and 
Count Caroli are come to Neutra, to hold a great 
Council there as foon as the other Heads of the 
Malecontents are arriv’d, to confider of the laft Pro- 
pofals of Peace that have been made to them on the 
Part of the Emperor. 

The Amfterdam Courant of the 9th of May, in 
the Advices from Vienna of April 25. fays, The Go- 
vernour of Temifwaer has by exprefs Order from 
the Turkifh Court, cut off the free Commerce, 
which ever fince the Treaty of Carlowirz, and in 
Vertue of the fame, has been between the Imperia- 
lifts and the Turks of that Place. 

From the Amtterdam Gazette, dated May 8. 

Ratubon, April 30. Count Lecuwenftein, whom the 
Emperor has appointed Governour of Bavaria and 
of the Upper Palatinat, arriv’d the 26th Inftant at 
Landfhut. Two Imperial Minifters are expedted 
there from the Court of Vienna, the one is to have 
the Management of the Finances, and the other of 
the Affairs of War, of the faid EleGtorate. The 
Demolition of the Fortifications of Munich, is fuf- 
pended. Military Executions are begun in Bavaria, 
to oblige the Inhabitants to pay the Conrribution de- 


manded of them. The Daniih Trocps continue in- 


the Upper Palatinat and 4 Battallions of Pruffians 
in Bavaria. Count Coningfeck, and 2 other Com- 
miifioners from the Emperor, arriv’d fome Day; ‘ago 
in the Town of Mindelheim, and took Poffeffion of 
that Lordfhip, which is fallen to his Imperial Ma- 
jefty as Arch Duke of Auftria, by the Death of 
Duke Maximilian of Bavaria. The Van-Guard of 
the Palatine Troops that are to march to Italy, was 
expected to arrive to Day on the Bank of the 
Danube. 

’Tis faid in fome of the Prints, That the Danith 
Forces abovemention’d are to ferve in Hungary in 
the Room of the Imperialifts that were taken in Po- 
fing, Modern, and St. George: But it appears to be 
but Conjecture. 

From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated May 1: 

Ausburg, April 23. We have Advice from the Im- 
— Army commanded by Count Leiningen, Thar 

rince Alexander of Wirtemberg has furpris’d and 
taken Prifoners 70 French Grenadiers near Lunato, 
without the lofs of one Man; 4000 Recruits from 
Bohemia, are order’d to follow Prince Eugene to 
Italy, as are likewife the 2000 Imperialifts that were 
in Pofing, Modern, and St. George in Hungary, and 
who oblig’d themfelves not ro ferve against the Male- 
contents. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated May 9. 

_ Mantua, April 22. The Duke of Vendome has 
given a Paffport for 12 Packs of Goods to be cor- 
vey’d fafe from Turin to Prince Eugene at the Camp

General Salifch having Intelli- 
gence, thar the Enemy hada Defign to attack the 
Suburbs of St. Margaret of Liege, withdrew we 
Regiment of Paul that was quarter'd in it, -~ 
cand all the Guards to be doubied. Some time-al- 
rer. he order’d all rhe Horfe to hold themfelves in a 
Readynets, and the 27th of the laft Month at 5 in 
the Morning he caus’d them to march out through 
the faid Suburbs, with 1000 Foot behind the 
Troopers, under the Command of Prince William of 
Hetf:, with Order to feek, and if poffible to attack, 
thefEncmy{; who having the Night before been at 
the Barriers of the Suburbs, and obferv'd that we 
were upon our Guard, had retit’d with Precipitati- 
on. While Prince William was in Queft of them, 
he difcover'd 4 Sqvadrons near the Jaar, who had 
pafs'd the Night there, to cover the March of thofe 
who were at the Barriers of the Suburbs. The 
Prince lefc his Infantry on the fide of that River, to 


. fecure his Retreat, and purfucd thofe 4 Squadrons of 


the Enemy with his Horfe. Notwirhftanding all 
Expedition he could make, he could not get up wit 
them before they had joyn’d their main Body, 
which ftvod drawn up near the Caftle of Cortenake 
on the further Side of a Rivelet, which they paisd 
by the Favour of their Infantry. One of the Prince's 
Partics took a Cornet belonging to the Enemy, who 
reported that he was lent oat with a Detachment of 
Horfe of the Garrifon of Namur, and was to 
have receiv’d Orders of ihe e& mnanding Officer of 
the 4 Squadrons we have menuon'd. The show 
hoping the faid 100 Horfe might be furpriz d, becaufe 
they had ftop’d nearthe Mill of Waren and nnbridl- 
ed their Horfes, fent Major Delvaux with 4 Squa- 
érons, who found them difmounted. He might have 
takcn them all, if with too much Eagerne({s he had 
not ran upon them Sword in Hand ; by which they 
perceiving we were Enemies, part of them had Time 
to mount and make their Efcape fome one Way fome 
another. However, we took a Captain of Dragoons, 
with 15 Troopers and 29 Horfes; and fome were 
kill’d in the Purfuir. After which Prince William re- 
turn’d into this Town.
